A Porter Sncceeds in Bobbing HI*

NEW YOBK, July 26.—During the last 
four months about thirty thousand 
pounds of coffM have unaccountably 
disappeared from the establishment of 
H. W. Banks & Co., at 111 Wall street. 
Detectives Studer and Wingarden yes- 
terday arrested the firm's porter, James 
Byrne, Wm. O'Niel, aged twenty-one, 
and John Carroll, aged 
twenty, of 
Brooklyn, for stealing the coffee. 


The detectives saw Byrne come out of 
his employer's place on Wednesday and 
beckon to a man loitering in the neigh- 
borhood. 
Presently the man came up 
with a truck, which was loaded with 
coffee in bags. The truck was driven to 
the tenement at 655 Water street, and 
unloaded. 


The track came around yesterday 
morning again and was followed a sec- 
ond time. This time it was also driven 
to the coffee house of Waite & Creigh- 
ton, 87 and 89 WaU street, and W. H. 
Bennett, comer Wall and Front streets. 
Byrne, O'Neil and Carroll were arrested 
while unloadirg the coffee at 658 Water 
street. O'Neil said he bought the coffee 
from'Byrne under the impression that 
he was baying sweepings. Carroll, the 
trackman, said he was employed by 
O'Neil. Byrne confessed to the rob- 
bery.

Mr. ViU 
Davis is one of the most 
popular conductors on the Nickel Plate 
road. Notwithstanding that Mr. Davis 
had but one arm, he was recognized as 
an expert man in railroad service. 


This morning he Wont west on freight 
train No. 37. 
When near Claypool, 
about forty miles from this city, in some 
unaccountable way he was thrown under 
the wheels of the rapidly moving train, 
resulting in probably fatal injuries. 


He was dragged some distance, and it 
told that his remaining arm was torn 
aasunder and hangup 
a shred of fierii 
when he was picked up. 


The unfortunate victim was a bleeding 
mass and insensible. With all possible 
haste he was taken to the station at 
Claypool and Dr. Dinnen, the company 
sui^eon, summoned by tel^^^ph, a 
physician from that town in the mean- 
time looking after the man's wounds. 


A f^ecial train 
was immediately 
ordered at the depot here, which left for 
the scene of the accident shortly after 
noon with the physician and the injured 
man's family on board. 


It is thought that Mr. Davis has sus- 
tained internal injuries from which be 
cannot recover. 


A strange coincidence of the affair is 
that the man lost his other arm on the 
same road and at the same station. 


Mr. Davis resides at the corner of 
Nelson and Wilt street.

When 
a messenger went to French's home this 
morning to break the terrible news, the 
young man was surprised to hear that 
so much fuss had been made about him. 
A few minutes later he read his obituary 
notices, to the effect that he was a gen- 
erous yoimg fellow and that the acci- 
dent was a terrible affair, after which 
he sat down and ate a hearty breakfast. 


Master of Transportation Hunter, of 
the Grand Bapids and Indiana road, 
made inquiry among the railroad men 
after reading the startling newspaper 
accounts, but failed to learn the authen- 
ticity of reports. 
Later he detailed a 
force of men to search along the tracks 
near Wallen, where it was said the acci- 
dent occurred. It was a lot of worry 
and expense for nothing.

That Town Baa a S60,000 Blaze 
FIrea at Otiier Points. 


MTTNOIE, Ind., July 26.—The large 
bridge brick building owned by J. H. 
Smith k Co., and occupied by them as a 
factory for the manufacture of wooden 
implements, was entirely destroyed by 
fire last evening. 
The loss will reach 
$60,000, and two hundred and fifty men 
are thrown out of employment. The 
blaze started in the engine room and 
spread with fearful rapidity. The fire 
plugs were not in working order, and 
the company was unable to throw any 
water on the fire until it was too late to 
save the structure. 


CINCINNATI, July 26.—The dry dock 
buildings on Eastern avenue, Fulton, 
were damaged by fire at 3 o'clock this 
morning to the amount of $35,000. The 
origin of the fire is supposed to be in- 
cendiary. 


LEWISTON, Me., July 26.—A house oc- 
cupied by Mary Ann Graffan, near Sab- 
batis, was burned this morning. Mrs. 
Graffan lived alone and her charred re- 
mains were found in the rains. 


TOPEKA, Eas., July 26.—Fire in the 
mammoth six-story building of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad 
in this city this morning caused $25,000 
damage to the building, besides a loss 
of valuable papers, records, etc., but 
cannot be estimated.

FBBDONIA, Ean., July 26.—Fall river 
is rising two inches an hour and in some 
places is seven miles wide and fifty feet 
deep. One iron bridge has already 
gone and the others are dangerous. 
The water is now a quarter of a mile 
from the city and many people are mov- 
ing from their houses. 
Some houses 
are already flooded and the people are 
being taken out in boats. 


Bailroad travel is stopped 
The only 
way out of the city now open is by the 
north across the Verdem Bise river and 
that rising three inches a hour. There 
has been no mail for two days. 


A iniljl^INe DBCISION. 


Bnlinv in a Patent Case Tbat is In- 
teresting to millers. 


BUFFALO, N . Y., July 26.—Informa- 
ticn was received here this morning of 
the decision of a patent suit of great in 
terest. The suit was entitled the Con- 
solidated Boiler Mill Co. vs. Wm. A. 
Coombs, a miller of Coldwater, Mich., 
and was tried in the United States cir- 
cuit court of the eastera district of 
Michigan. 


The Consolidated company is com- 
posed of four of the leading mill fur- 
nishers of the country, E. P. Allis A 
Co., of Milwaukee; Stillwell & Bierce, of 
Dayton, John T. Noye Manufacturing 
Co., of Buffalo, and Nordyke & Mar- 
men, of Indianapolis. They control a 
large number of patents, notably, the 
Grey, Dowling and Marmen, and have 
claimed that their rights were being in- 
fringed upon by a number of manufac- 
turers and millers. 


This case was a test one, and resulted 
in a decision in favor of the company. 
Mr. Noye says that the decision means 
the closing of a lai^e number of mills, 
or the removal from them of the in- 
fringed patents. 


TBB CBBKOKBB COMiTIISSlON. 


I be Bard 
Feeling 
Between tbe 
Cberokee« and Creeks Orowa 
more Bitter. 


FORT GIBSON, L T., July 26.—The 
Cherokee commission was met here yes- 
terday by a delegation of Creek Indians, 
headed by Indian Agent Bennett, who 
asked that the Creeks be heard at once 
in reference to certain technical matters 
concerning the sale of their remaining 
lands. The request was granted and 
General Fairchild has arranged to meet 
the Creeks at Muscogee to-day. 


The hard feeling between the Creeks 
and Cherokees grows more bitter as 
pending negotiations come to a focus. 
The Cherokees upbraid the Creeks for 
the Oklahoma deal and their indignation 
increases as the Creeks make farther 
preparation to sell. 


The Cherokees are almost a unit in 
their opposition to any and all transac- 
tions by which their lands are to be 
marketed. Chief Noyes demonstrated a 
firmness in refusing to call the council 
that bids fair to handicap the labors of 
the commission at their out set.

A MODERN PUGUE ! 


A New York VUlays Visited by 
Wktek Kcllpsos Tltoao. 
of Pkavoab's rime. 


TONAWANDA, N . Y., July 26.—This 
village has been visited by a plague of 
sand flies, compared to which the visits 
ofEing Pharoah falls into insignifi- 
cance. Wednesday night, at sunset, a 
heavy cloud was noticed hanging over 
the Canadian shore of the Niagara river 
and many supposed a storm was coming 
up. When the street lamps were light- 
ed the nature of this storm became 
manifest. 


Billions of Canadian sand flies, hav- 
ing a wide spread of wing and a cater- 
pillar-like body, descended down. 
In 
an hour it was impossible to walk the 
streets; houses were shut up, stores 
were closed and everybody prematurely 
went to bed. 


Most of the flies were dead yesterday 
morning, their bodies covering the 
streets and housetops nearly three 
inches deep. The inner harbor and the 
canal were thick with their remains. 
The street commissioner was busy with 
force of men all day cleaning up the 
dead insects. 


The principal streets are now free, 
but there is a horrible stench from the 
decay of their light bodies in a thousand 
other places. Nothing similar is re- 
membered here.

BOSTON, July 26.—^At a meeting yes- 
terday of the 300 women emyloyes of 
the Boxbury carpet company, who are 
on a strike against the reduction in the 
wages of some of their number, it was 
stated that unless a satisfactory settle- 
ment was made every one of the 800 
employes of the company would strike. 
A committee was appointed to propose a 
plan of settlement. 


Foreign Newa. 


CAIBO, July 26.—Three columns of 
Dervishes are marching to reinforce the 
army of Wad-El-Ujumi, the leader of 
the insurgents. 
Caravans, 
bearing 
quantities of provisions for the army, 
are following the reinforcements under 
guard. It is believed that when a junc- 
ture is formed between the rebel forces 
Wad-El-Ujumi will make a grand attack 
upon the Egyptians and British, 
mary Anderson. 


NEW YOBK, July 26.—Bumors have 
been in circulation here that Mary An- 
derson was confined in an insane all- 
ium in England. A cablegram received 
this morning denies the report and 
states that Miss Anderson's he^th re- 
mains unchanged.
